The changing of the guard 


Inside Don Iveson’s election night headquarters 


ELECTION NIGHT: THE UNDERDOG BAR 
on Whyte Avenue feels more like a 
post-exam pub night than a political 
candidate's party headquarters 

Student newspaper alumni recon- 
nect over pints as the supporters and 
family of Don Iveson nervously chat 
away the first hour. Iveson himself, 
Ward 5 candidate, alternates 
between paying tense attention to 
the poll reports and mingling, 
Throughout the campaign the 28- 
year-old has insisted it's possible to 
win against two incumbents, but no 
one knows if he can make his boast a 
reality. 

A group of stylishly disheveled 
young men with laptops tap away in 
the corner. Dave Cournoyer, of the 
political blog Daveberta, scans the 
room though aviafor-style sunglass- 
es. Sitting at the end of the long table 
occupied by WiFi-enabled poll- 
watchers, volunteer Claire Dub sips 
her pint of pale ale. She’s hopeful. 
Almost everyone she talked to on 
Sunday voiced support, no matter 
where in the ward she knocked 
“People just liked that he had fresh 
ideas and wasn't jaded.” 

From the table in front of her, vol- 
unteers claim their nametags. Each 
comes with a personalized note from 





campaign manager Chris Hender- 
son nudges me aside as we both 
strain to make sense of the numbers 
on the computer screen. Iveson is 
ahead of Mike Nickel and only 100 
votes behind Bryan Anderson, the 
other incumbent. A cheer erupts, but 
with only five polls reporting, no 
one’s making any bold statements. 

The bodies are smooshed in so 
tightly around the laptops that the 
area emits its own heat wave. And 
it’s not just the Ward 5 race that’s 
being watched with bated breath. 
The thrée-way race between Jane 
Batty, Ben Henderson and Lewis 
Cardinal in Ward 4 has many on 
tenterhooks. And a fellow witha 
fauxhawk lights up when he sees 
Amarjeet Sohi is ahead in Ward 6. 

Meanwhile, over by the women’s 
washroom, I’m chatting with Kevin 
Taft. The Alberta Liberal leader is an 
old friend of the Iveson family, and 
has known the candidate since he 
was in short pants. He describes Ive- 
son as “a new generation of politi- 
cian.” He also feels compelled to 
remind me he’s a member of the 
provincial legislature. Our conversa- 
tion comes to an abrupt end as Ive- 
son’s campaign manager announces 
a change of venue and everyone

FIGHTING SECRET TRIALS 

ON OCTOBER 20, HASSAN ALMREI WILL 
have spent six years behind bars. 
The Syrian immigrant to Canada 
was arrested on a security certificate, 
meaning all evidence against him 
has been presented in secret and he 
doesn’t know how much longer he'll 
be in jail. 

New immigrants like Almrei still 
face secret trials and security certifi- 
cate arrests in Canada, despite a 
Supreme Court ruling in February 
that found these measures unconsti- 
tutional. 

Matthew Behrens, founder of the 
Campaign to Stop Secret Trails in 
Canada, has organized a National 
Day of Action on October 20. 

“1 was quite shocked,” says 
Behrens. “CSIS has basically been 
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heads upstairs. 

Once on the balcony, the cool air 
and relative quiet of the bigger space 
slows the evening down, which 
makes the final announcement all 
the more surreal.

Stephen Harper has announced a 
rewrite of the security legislation, 
which is expected this fall. In the 
Supreme Court ruling, allowing a 
suspect's lawyer to view the evi- 
dence against their client was 
advanced as a possible way to make 
the law jibe with the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. 

But that’s not enough for Behrens. 
He wants the legislation taken com- 
pletely off the books so that it can’t 
be used as a tool of racism. He wams 
that although the “enemy du jour in 
the eyes of CSIS are Arab Muslims,” 
this legislation could be used to tar- 
get any vulnerable group. 

Maureen McGinley, a member of 
the Edmonton Raging Grannies, has 
organized an Edmonton teach-in on 
security certificates and the Immi- 
gration and Refugee Protection Act,

TRANSIT DOLLARS 
THE BIG CITIES MAYORS CAUCUS HAS 
once again called for more federal 
bucks for Canadian municipalities. 

The group is part of the Federa- 
tion of Canadian Municipalities 
(FCM), a national advocate for cities. 
The caucus called for one per cent of 
the GST—a sum amounting to about 
$5 billion per year—to flow directly 
to cities. According to the FCM, ~ 
most city infrastructure has reached 
80 per cent of its service life, and the 
country is facing a $60 billion infra- 
structure deficit. All this, while the 
feds have posted a $14 billion sur- 
plus. 

The caucus also called for a

Rumblings of discontent won’t sink Stelmach’s Tories 


JUST AS GENERALS ALWAYS PREPARE 
for the last war, journalists are prone 
to predicting past elections 

Albertan newsprint is full of deja 
vu these days, with 2008 looking a 
lot like 1971 to many political 
observers. They see Ed Stelmach as 
Harry Strom, the last Socred premier 
of this province, whose mild rural 
ways and squandering of energy 
revenues led to the election of Peter 
Lougheed’s Progressive Conserva- 
tives. 

The situation today is very differ- 
ent, however, and as I’ve said here 
before, Stelmach is almost certain to 
get re-elected next spring. 

Our premier, as unpolished and 
bumpkinlike as he sounds, is one 
tough political operator. It takes seri- 
ous balls to conquer a ruling political 
dynasty all but guaranteed to an heir 
apparent (Jim Dinning) awash in 
money and caucus endorsements. 
And once in office, Stelmach moved 
quickly to centralize power even 
more than his predecessors and 
sideline his internal opponents. 

Premier Ed is also blessed with an 
opposition ignored by the media 
and the public. Kevin Taft is no 
Lougheed. Taft is smart, thoughtful, 
and a prime candidate for cabinet 
should he move to a province where 
his party stands a chance. He lacks 
Lougheed’s charisma, and the Liber- 
al brand is arguably less popular in 
Alberta now than at the end of 
Trudeau’s reign. He has no 
detectable rural appeal, and he leads 
a caucus of nobodies, Laurie Blake- 
man aside. 

Compare and contrast with Peter 
Lougheed and his PCs. Their federal 
cousins already dominated Alberta 
when he became provincial Tory 
leader, and his small but vigorous 
caucus quickly gathered turncoats 
and name candidates. 

Taft's only good fortune is that he 
isn’t NDP leader Brian Mason. The 
four Alberta New Democrat MLAs 
are strong, trenchant critics of the 
government but suffer from guilt by 
association with unsuccessful 
governments in B.C. and Ontario

(no one here cares about Manitoba) 
and perceived weirdness at the 
federal level.

To beat the Tories in the popula 
vote, Kevin Taft’s Liberals would 
have to move nine per cent of 200 
voters directly from the Conse 
tives to the Liberal column, a huge 
task. Having a lot of Tories stay a

The Libs can’t hope to sway voi 
on everything at once. The key isi 
adopt the governing party’s stan 
on policies the public agrees with, 
and hammer away at a few critical 
easy to understand policy differ 
ences. Gary Doer’s Manitoba NDP 
paved their way to power by voti 
for their PC opponents’ final budg 
disarming the economic manage 
ment issue and allowing the foas 
shift to health care and other polid 
that were NDP strengths. 

Could it work here? It might 
take two or three elections, buta 
sustained effort might just work 
miracles.

At one point he even 
asks a U of A professor, “Why are 
Albertans so stupid?” 

But pointedly, he gets an answer. 

After reading Stupid, even the most 
ardent oilman might be hard-pressed 
to defend his industry—or his 
province. On any given page we find 
accounts of poisoned water, blighted 


—land; blatant political corruption, 


cozily nepotistic relationships 
between government and industry so 
transparent they would be funny if 
they weren't so tragic. (Alberta Envi- 
ronment, in particular, comes in for 
heavy criticism after repeatedly

drilling can’t possibly be to blame for 
polluting their clearly polluted water 
well.) Marsden sees little but ruina- 
tion in Alberta’s boom—and most 
sensational, but not altogether uncon- 
vincing, is his peek into ‘Alberta’ S pos- 
sible future: a scarred desertscape 
void of oil, water, money, and people. 

“It’s hard to convince people that 
this could all end, and quickly,” he 
says.

He spends a great deal of time in his 
book detailing Alberta's close politi- 
cal and business relationship with the 
US,, essentially alleging that provin- 
cial politicians are more beholden to 
America’s thirst for oil than they are 
to Albertans.

The Middie East is not exactly a 
friend. So Canada is the safe haven 
and [the U.S.] will spend and do any- 
thing to ensure that the oilsands 
remain basically in American hands.” 

US. interest in Alberta's oil extends 
back decades, to the ‘50s, when the 
Canadian government was prepared 
to buy atomic bombs from the US. 
military and detonate them under- 
neath Alberta as a drilling aid. The 
theory is that the explosion would 
create an underground cavern, into 
which oil would collect after being 
separated from the tar sands by the 
extreme heat. Marsden contends that 
Alberta's efforts to protect the envi- 
ronment from rapacious develop- 
ment aren’t much more progressive 
today,as boreal-forest is razed for 
drilling operations and water is 
diverted from our increasingly arid 
watersheds in enormous quantities to 
feed the beast that is the Athabasca 
tar sands. 

The Alberta boom is not a reflec- 
tion of abundance, Marsden says. It’s 
actually a harbinger of the end of the 
oil age. “The oilsands... are an admis-

If movies are about peddling 
wish-fulfillment fantasies, Gone Baby 
Gone is a failure—nobody would 
want to switch places with Patrick 
Kenzie, not even if it meant you got 
to sleep every night with Michelle 
Monaghan: 

But as a crime picture, Gone Baby 
Gone is a big success—well-plotted, 
engrossing, and full of tangy, grimy 
details of life in lower-class Boston, 
land of meth addicts, white-trash 
thugs and terrible housekeepers.

THOSE OF US WHO ARE NOW IN OUR 
20s didn’t grow up watching West- 
erns. We never played Cowboys and 
Indians, and great train robberies 
didn’t really enter into our imagina- 





tions. The few Western films we'd 
seen had been introduced to us by 
our decidedly un-hip parents and 
were epitomized by the hyper-mas- 
culine swaggering of John Wayne. 
It's no wonder that, for many of us 
at least, the Western not only lacks 
romantic appeal but also seems 
downright cheesy. 

That may be because we expect a 
Western to have all of the elements 





that the older films seemed to excel 
in—multiple excessively violent 
shootouts, racial and gender stereo- 
types, and a script based on a blood 
vendetta between a white-hat-wear- 
ing good guy and his black-clad 
opponent. What we forget is how 
original most of these movies 
appeared when they were first 
released. If John Wayne is the iconic 
image of the Western film in all its

ANWAR EL-IBRAHIMI, THE MAN AT 
the centre of Rendition’s three-tiered 
plot, is the perfect victim. Detained 
by the CIA after a flight from Africa 
to Washington and ferried to an 
undisclosed, unpleasant little cellar 
where he’s waterboarded and elec- 
trocuted and slapped around for 
information, he’s not so much a ter- 
ror suspect as an All-American 
cipher for our sympathies—but just 
foreign enough to also play a victim 
of American imperial racism. 

Rendition wants to be a serious 
movie that asks serious questions 
about the usefulness and morality of 
torture. As Mery] Streep (icily cold 
as CIA agent Corinne Whitman) 
puts it, hundreds of lives have been 
saved thanks to these less-then-legal 
interrogation techniques. Does that 
justify them? 

Rendition really wants to put that 
question forth, but it wimps out and 
gives us its answer. 

To begin with, the detainee, El- 
Ibrahimi (well-played by Omar Met- 
wally) is the whitest Egyptian guy

ever. He's married to Reese Wither- 
spoon, for God's sake. He’s the kind 
of character tailor-made to pique 
middle-class sympathies, a hard- 
working immigrant with a flawless 
American accent, an upper-middle- 
class income, a house in the ‘burbs, 
and an adorable kid. He even coach- 
es the kid’s soccer team, as Wither- 
spoon cries in his defense at one 
point. 

Jake Gyllenhaal, as Douglas Free- 
man (get it?) the low-level CIA oper- 
ative assigned to assist in the interro- 
gation, is suitably conflicted about 
his role in such unsavoury, unconsti- 
tutional doings. “This is my first tor- 
ture,” he tells Streep over the phone. 
“The United States does not torture,” 
she answers, after we've just seen 
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incontrovertible evidence otherwise. 

Freeman mainly seems to express 
escalating guilt and disillusionment 
with his work by getting drunk ina 
Marrakech bar and having desper- 
ate, groping sex with his girlfriend. 
As the most middle-American figure 
around, he’s the flawed hero of the 
piece, moreso even than El-Ibraha- 
mi, who, for all his whiteness and 
American-ness, still gets relegated to 
the role of foreigner and victim. 

Meanwhile, back home, Wither- 
spoon’s Isabella tries to find out 
where her husband has gone with 
the help of an old flame-turned-con- 
gressman (Peter Sarsgaard). 

Yet another subplot involves the 
suicide bombing that led to El- 
Ibrahimi’s arrest in the first place, a 
well-acted and moderately sus- 
penseful but, again, predictable story 
in whicha young Muslim man, try- 
ing to live up to his more radical 
Islamist brother's expectations, joins 
a Jihadist group, tearing him away 
from family, friends and the girl 
who loves him. 

Rendition is earnest and heartfelt, 
but its cardboard characters and 
slightly retrograde racial politics 
refuse to engage the pressing issues 
it pretends to put forth. It’s entertain- 
ing though, and well crafted. Direc- 
tor Gavin Hood does a commend- 
able job with a flawed script, and if 
all you're looking for is a fun foreign 
intrigue popcorn thriller with some 
big explosions and some strong per- 
formances, Rendition will do the 
trick.

Based on the 1983 novel by Ron 
Hansen, Dominik’s film is a nuanced 
portrait of the infamous outlaw, his 
friends and accomplices, and the ini- 
tially gushing fan who would even- 
tually murder him. It also boasts a 
roster of big-name celebrities and 
ctitics’-darling character actors: Brad 
Pitt and Casey Affleck costar as 
James and Ford, Mary-Louise Parker 
appears as James’ wife Zee, and Sam 
Shepard, as James’ brother Frank, 
adds a touch of the authentic West- 
ern gravitas. The film follows the last 
few months of Jesse James’ life, 
which play out in constant move- 
ment and outbreaks of uncontrol- 
lable violence as paranoia, betrayal, 
and questions of loyalty take him to 
his inevitable end. 

And indeed in The Assassination of 
Jesse James by the Coward Robert Ford 
there is a sense of fatality,of 
inevitability surrounding James’ 
death. This is in part because of the 
omniscient narration by Hugh 
Ross—a sometimes unfortunately 
overpoetic voice that gives the audi- 
ence a wealth of information about 
the James Gang, the murder, and its 
aftermath during transitions and 
beautiful shots of empty prairie 
landscape (much of it shot in Alber- 
ta). The presence of a narrator and 
the blurry, artificial quality of some

bout four years ago, Vern Thiessen 

started to wonder why the 1917 Battle of 

Vimy Ridge hadnever been dramatized 
onstage. After all, he says, the bloody victory, 
during which nearly 3,600 soldiers were killed 
and another 10,000 were wounded (most of 
them Canadian), is only the most famous, 
galvanizing event in Canadian history. Okay, 
okay, he says, backtracking, if you want to get 
technical ‘about it, the 1972 Canada/Soviet 
“hockey summit” is probably the most famous 
event in Canadian history, but Vimy Ridge is 
right up there 

“Vimy has been explored in documentaries,” 
he says, “and in Pierre Berton’s book, and in 
literature like The Stone Carvers, but there's 
never been a play or a miniseries written 
about it. | mean, the Americans would have 
been all over this years ago if it had happened 
to them! So I was always interested in the fact 
that no playwrights had tackled this event be- 
fore. Of course, now | know why-—it presents 
huge problems!” 

But Thiessen may have licked those prob- 
lems with his new play, simply titled Vimy. 
The action takes place in a hospital shortly 
after the battle, where four injured soldiers 
are recovering from their wounds. As a nurse 
tends to their wounds, the men relive not 
just their combat experiences, but their lives 
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before heading overseas. 

The play has some of the hallmarks of a 
traditional war movie—an ethnically diverse 
collection of raw recruits, each one hailing 
from a different geographical region; a pair of 
young lovers separated by war; a guy who sees 
his buddy killed—but Thiessen presents this 
material in an unusually poetic way remi- 
niscent of the approach he took in his other 
historical plays, including Shakespeare's Will 
and the Governor-General’s Award-winning 
Einstein's Gift 

The script is not naturalistic; it's full of lyri- 
cal dialogue and transitions that deliberately 
blur the line between the past and present. 
But then, it’s not really a play about the literal 
details of war, Thiessen says, but a play about 
making peace with the past—about the stories 
that a nation tells itself about itself. In some 
ways, Thiessen does for Vimy Ridge what 
Clint Eastwood did for Iwo Jima in Flags of 
Our Fathers: he’s written a play that asks 
whether our national myths match up with 
the memories of the individuals who were 
actually involved in creating them 

Vern Thiessen talked to SEE Magazine 
about Canadian identity, the untold stories of 
World War | and the challenges of writing a 
play in which “nothing can possibly happen.”

R AN 


: Tell me about going to see the 
Vimy memorial in France, which 1 gather 
got you thinking about writing a play 
about this battle. What thoughts went 
through your head when you were there? 
Vern Thiessen: I've been to Vimy twice, the first 
time back in 2003. And I'd always been sort 
of interested in Vimy—I’d read Pierre Berton's 
book and so on—but | think I was more inter- 
ested in memory, how we remember things, 
than the battle itself. That memorial is so 
huge-it's, like, 10 stories tall! And you kind of 
go, “Why is this huge monument overseas?” 
It just got me thinking about how countries 
mythologize things. 

Now, of course, everybody has their own 
mythology. You ask someone how they got 
married, and you'll get a story that might not 
be close at all to what actually happened or 
how the other people at the wedding remem- 
ber it. So I started asking questions about how 
memory operates, on both a personal level and

VI: Oh, absolutely, yes. There are actually 
three big struggles with writing a play like 
this. One is that you're writing a play about an 
important moment in Canadian history and 
everyone will hate you for it. You can’t win. 
You can’t win. Nobody will be happy with it. I 
can see the e-mails now: “Dear Mr. Thiessen: 
You mention the Ross rifle in your play. Did 
you know that it was decommissioned in 1916, 
a full year before Vimy Ridge?” Or, “Dear Mr. 
Thiessen: Why was Arthur Currie not in your 
play?” 

Then the second ethical difficulty is deal- 
ing with cultural and gender appropriations. 
I'm writing a native character, I’m writing a 
French character, I’m writing a Nova Scotia 
character—and I've never been to Nova Scotia. 
So I did due diligence in all three of those 
areas—I got a lot of feedback from aboriginal 
people about the play, feedback from Que- 
becers, from Nova Scotians. But it’s still a 
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difficulty. And the third level is just the ethical 
issues of war. | didn’t want to sentimentalize 
this battle.

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NOTHING MAKES CORALIE CAIRNS 
more uncomfortable than being 
interviewed. Her unease is palpable 
as I ask her about Almost, Maine, the 
play she’s currently acting in and co- 
directing for Shadow Theatre—at 
least five times during our conversa- 
tion, she stops to apologize for not 
having anything interesting or pro- 
found to say, or to insist that Id real- 
ly be better off talking to Shadow 
artistic director John Hudson or to 
one of her co-stars. “What about 
Sharla [Matkin]?” she asks. “She's so 
wonderful. Are you sure you'd 
rather not talk to Sharla?” 

You can’t help but think that the 
self-effacing Cairns has found some 
kindred spirits among the characters 
in Almost, Maine—a community of 
shy, small-town types, bundled 
beneath layers of fleece and goose- 
down, who seem to need a few min- 
utes just to work up the nerve to 
order coffee from a waitress in a 
restaurant, much less tell a girl 
they’ve fallen in love with them. 
They’re such modest people that 
they seem to have decided that even 
calling themselves a town would be 
presumptuous—as one character 
explains, they call the area “Almost” 
because they “never quite got 
around to getting themselves 
organized.” 

The town’s chief export—just edg- 
ing out moosemeat, maple syrup 
and pine tar—appears to be quirky, 
bittersweet love stories. The play 
consists of nine very loosely connect- 
ed romantic vignettes, some of them 
dealing with the beginnings of rela-

tionships, others with the ends, but 
all of them sharing the same whimsi- 
cal sensibility which I guess you 
could call “literal-minded magical 
realism”: a woman literally gets her 
heart broken and has to carry the 
pieces around ina pouch; a guy 
breaks up with his high school 
sweetheart and literally becomes 
half the man he used to be; a pair of 
platonic friends literally find them- 
selves “falling” for each other. 

“We all want to make sure that it 
doesn’t go toa sentimental place,” 
says Cairns, “and that it stays honest 
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and simple. It’s nice to doa play 
where there’s no cynicism.” 

The playwright, John Cariani, cer- 
tainly seems to have made it his mis- 
sion to eliminate every trace of cyni- 
cism from his system. (He's got the 
cynicism equivalent of zero percent 
body fat—maybe growing up in 
wintry Presque Isle, Maine burned it 
all away.) Although he first gained 
fame as an actor—he was nominated 
for a Tony in 2004 for playing Motel 
the tailor in a revival of Fiddleron the 
Roofand he has a recurring role as a

crime scene detective on Law & 
Order—it's Almost, Maine that has 
endeared him to regional theatres 
across North America. I have no 
idea if Cariani does this with every 
company that puts on this play, but 
he's apparently been in contact with 
Shadow Theatre throughout the 
weeks leading up to opening night, 
e-mailing them new versions of the 
script and sending them a copy of A 
Guide for Grownups, a slim collection 
of quotes from The Little Prince 
author Antoine de Saint-Exupéry. 
He even marked his favourite 
quotes for them with pink Post-It 
notes: “Pure logic is the ruinof the 
spirit,” for instance, and “One sees 
clearly only with the heart.” 

“7 just think he’s thrilled that the 
play is being done ina real northern 
local,” says Cairns. But then again, 
Cariani’s humble dreamers—so gen- 
tle, so polite—seem more Canadian 





































than American anyway. Maybe 
that’s what John Hudson found so 
appealing about them—so much so 
that Cairns says he found himself 
wanting not just to direct the show 
but act in it too.

Unfortunately, Bizet never saw Car- 
men’s triumph—he died on June 3, 
1875, in the middle of the first unsuc- 
cessful run. 

Today, Carmen is one of the most 
frequently performed operas in the 
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world. “Nowadays when you 
present Carmen, nobody's shocked,” 
Fortin says. Indeed, she adds, Car- 
men seems even more realistic and 
relevant to a modern audience 
because it is about “people who are 
free-thinking and you have peopk 
judging them.” And the tragedy is 
also surprisingly real, the tragedy of 
an abusive relationship: “It’s a 
passionate crime,” Fortin says. “The 
guy who can’t have the girl he 
wants, so he kills her. And it 
happens all the time.... For me it is s¢ 
stupid.” 

Cammen's popularity has led to an 
immense number of adaptations, 
both on stage and screen.

PART CIRQUE DU SOLEIL THEATRICAL 
extravaganza, part prog-rock con- 
cert, and part tragic comedy, Duck 
Duck Bang is not your typical night 
at the theatre. Which is both its 
biggest strength and its greatest 
weakness—if exploding ducks and 
aerial fights straight out of The 
Matrix don’t sound like time well- 
wasted, then Duck Duck Bang proba- 
bly isn’t for you. But for those who 
don’t mind a little (ora lot of) cheeky 
humour and a few deus ex machi- 
nas, there’s a lot to love about this 
production. 

Created by Firefly Theatre co- 
founders John Ullyatt and Annie 
Dugan, the show starts with three 
spotlights illuminating a lone duck 
in the middle of the floor of the 
spacious Westbury Theatre. A three- 
man band, fronted by Clinton 
Carew—one of the two other hands 
who helped give Duck Duck Bang 
life—begin playing a piece of music 
that’s not so much a song as it is an 
extended crescendo that continues 
to climb registers until things reach 
rock-concert decibel levels, and 
then poof! We become witnesses to 
the first (and only) casualty of the 
night. 

And the crowd laughed heartily 
at this explosive moment. What 
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exactly is funny about a yellow rub- 
ber duck being blown into a hun- 
dred little pieces is one of those 
things that can’t by explained by 
words, but it’s a sight that will coax 
chuckles from even the most hard- 
ened cynics. Duck Duck Bang has 
many such moments, and in this 
way recalls old vaudeville shows 
and Warner Bros. cartoons. 

The plot's not really important, 


If exploding 
ducks and aerial 
fights straight out 
of The Matrix 
don’t sound like 
time well wasted, 
then Duck Duck 
Bang probably 
isn’t for you. 
but it goes something like this: our 
leading man (Ullyatt) loves his 
“duckies.” And I mean he really 
loves them. To his horror, his pathos 
wonderfully captured by Ullyatt, 
terrible things have started to hap- 
pen to the ducks around town—and 


our hero practically turns his house 
into a bomb shelter in order to pre- 


vent his dear duckies from the duck- 
snatchers. Of course, his efforts turn 
out to be futile, as his plastic pals are 
eventually snatched from him, a 
tragedy that pushes the play into its 
second act and its ultimate climax. 

Duck Duck Bang is an attack on the 
senses. At any given moment, exper- 
imental rock music (and pretty 
damn good experimental rock 
music) is being played, a flock of 
neighbours-cum-pillow factory girls 
perform all sorts of acrobatic inter- 
pretative dances, a failing pillow 
salesman gawks at said females, and 
acrobatics take place in the air above 
you by gymnasts dangling from 
ropes and curtains—often all at 
once. It’s all light and fun but also 
dizzying; at times, it’s exhausting 
just trying to keep up with every- 
thing—simply deciding what to 
focus on is a challenge in itself. 
Thanks to Jeff Osterlin’s lighting 
and the playful choreography cour- 
tesy of Amber Borotsik, you can’t 
help but be overtaken by the larger 
sense of synesthesia at work in Duck 
Duck Bang. 

It’s true that Duck Duck Bang is a 
singular experience, but more sim- 
ply it’s just good entertainment. 
Ullyatt and Dugan have brought 
something different but ultimately 
familiar to fruition here; Duck Duck 
Bang invites repeat viewings, if only 
to catch everything thrown at you 
during its all-too-brief 90 minutes. 
And you'll never look at a rubber 
duck the same way again.

played by Repo-Martell. We get to 
know all of them with surprisingly 
intimacy. 

Thomson apparently created 

the play not at the typewriter but 
while improvising in front her mir- 
ror at home and then transcribing 
and eventually editing her ram- 
blings into what ultimately became 
the [ Claudia script—and the play 
benefits greatly from the naturalism 
of its dialogue. 

Claudia herself might represent 
one of the most accurate portrayals 
of an adolescent in recent memory; 
this show captures all the tics and 
inflections of a precocious 12-year- 
old girl so vividly that I wouldn't be 
surprised if Thomson had actually

candies.

they do to any rock ‘nr’ roll pioneers 
(and, yes, for Zombie-come-lately, 
the debt to his forebear Osbourne is 
decidedly large as well). 

Their joint bill this Halloween 
week makes perfect sense from a 
marketing point of view—a celebra- 
tion of Samhain with the titans of 
musical terror. Yet, for every rock- 
horns-raising fan eager to take in the 
spectacle, there are just as many who 
likely felt nary a goosebump over 
the concert—those who would 
argue that Ozzy is long past his 
reign as rock's Prince of Darkness 
and that Zombie has never been 
more than a pretender to the throne. 

But before we make any sweeping 
proclamations of our own here, let’s 
assess the situation a bit better and 
tally up their respective creep cred— 
a spook scorecard, if you will.

Baker explains that this hasn't 
been the first time Newfoundland 
stereotypes have provided conversa- 
tional fodder for journalists and fans. 
Aside from being approached at 
shows across the country by dis- 
placed Newfoundlanders (with the 
common refrains “Hey I’m from St. 
John’s too!” or, “My dad grew up in 
St. John’s! Do you know him?”), the 
funniest misconception is that since 
Hey Rosetta! is from The Rock, they 
must sound like The Rankin Family. 

“1 get asked quite a bit whether 
we're like Great Big Sea,” Baker 
laughs.

JIM RENICK HAS HIS BASES COVERED, 
sonically speaking; when he’s not 
penning politically charged folk 
songs as Ralynk, he’s bashing out 
punk rock with The ICBMs or 
promoting shows as Cuban Missile 
Crisis. 

And when that’s not enough, he 
releases whatever sound bursts are 
still floating around his head as 
Serf X, a free-form exercise in noise 
therapy. 

“1 don’t really come up with a lap- 
top and a bunch of samplers,” he 
says of his approach. “I’ve gota 
tape with a couple of little things on 
it that | put through a megaphone 
and then I loop things live, whether 
it be a guitar through a delay pedal 
or what have you.” 

Renick explains that he started 
bringing the noise after putting in 
some time as a house DJ; when the 
repetitiveness of the beats started to 
geta little too dull for his tastes, he 
turned to the darkcore electronic 
movement where DJs mix macabre 
sound samples to a heart-stressing 
rhythmic backbone in the neigh- 
bourhood of 160 bpms and 
upwards. That, and the creations of 
a local entity, Soviet Space Sound 
System, whose mastermind would 
basically get onstage and “tweak 
nobs for 45 minutes,” piqued his 
interest. 

However, due to budgetary con- 


straints he found he couldn't afford 
the gear to which said knobs where 
attached, hence his more ram- 
shackle, DIY approach of pedals and 
tapes. As such, he found he had 
tapped into a limitless form of 
expression, a welcome pause from 
the better-defined conventions 
inherent in the other music he made. 
“There are a lot less guidelines to 
go by. I can doa completely mini- 
malist song structure that’s three 
minutes—you know, the classic pop 
song—but you don’t need to worry 
about a refrain and chorus,” says 
Renick. “You can just have it build, 
build, build to nothingness almost: 
Whereas when you do a folk song, 
you need to get a message across, or 
you go and write a punk song, it’s 
two minutes and its got to be hard.” 
Renick says it’s a good time in 
Edmonton right now for like-mind- 
ed individuals exploring the outer 
limits of sound, pointing to.an abun- 
dance of parties, festivals, and other 
happenings around town over the 
past year featuring noise artists. So 
much so that he and a few pals have 
decided to throw a fest of their own, 
hoping to entice those who normally 
would shy away from such an event 
by donating the proceeds to CJSR’s 
FUNdrive. He says all the curious 
need is an open mind, because as far 
as how things are going to unfold, 
well, he couldn't tell you either. 
“Noise is such a catch-all. It’s not 
like when you say you're ee to 
go toa hardcore show, [where] you 
know what to expect. With noise it’s 
never the same thing twice.”

Moaning Lisa may have an educational upside 


SHE LOOKED AT ME WITH HER MOTION 
| rubbed the piezoelec- 
tric sensor between her thighs. Ther 
I spun the potentiometers that jutted 
out from her chest like nipples. But it 
wasn’t until I stroked the piezosen 
sor on the back of her neck that she 
began to moan, first quietly and then 
loudly, like a thousand women 
reaching orgasm together 

| was standing in front of a naked 
mannequin w ith the proportions of 
a pom star, her eyes replaced with 
fat lenses to detect motion, her nip- 
ples transformed into knobs, her ass 
and pussy and neck covered in thin 
sheets of metal that could detect 
pressure. Jutting from her left ankle 
was a USB connector, and through a 
hole in her back I could see the wires 
that had helped her respond to my 
attentions. Her voice had come from 
two small speakers at her feet. I had 
just jacked off a USB device 

Her name is Moaning Lisa, and I 
fondled her at Arse Elektronika, a 
recent conference in San Francisco 
devoted to pomography and tech- 
nological innovation. Her creator, 
Matt Ganucheau, is an artist and 
musician who likes to work with 
what he calls “novel interfaces.”

though in an oddly technical way 
“Male sex sensors are biased, and 
ad out” over the body, 
Ganucheau said. “Sure, there are 
deviances in distribution, but overall 
it’s not as dynamic as a female. I find 
that if you go straight for male geni- 
talia, the norm is that you're guaran- 
teed to get someone off.” This situa- 
tion, he asserted, would make for a 
pretty boring game. You grab the 
genitals and you win every time. | 
countered that men have sexual sen- 
sors and patterns as varied as 
women’s. Neither of us had any 
proof other than our own experi- 
ences. 

Aside from some pretty graphic 
discussions of sexual sensors, Moan- 
ing Lisa inspired a lot of admiration 
from the women at Arse Elektroni- 
ka. Many of us had suggestions for 
Ganucheau, especially what one 
could learn from people's interac- 
tions with her. If he were to continue 
working on Moaning Lisa, 
Ganucheau said, he would want to 
track how women respond to men 
playing with her. “It would be inter- 
esting to have a study where you 
had one male in a room alone with 
Lisa, and five women behind a one- 
way mirror watching, commenting 
on the interaction.” 

Ihave less complicated ideas. I 
think Moaning Lisa would be a 
good educational toy for women 
who are shy about telling their part- 
ners what they like in bed. She 
would provide a lesson in how hard 
it is to arouse somebody who gives 
you no verbal feedback until you 
randomly “score” with an orgasm. 

“I see the female body as an 
instructionless, interactive puzzle,” 
Ganucheau explained. Moaning Lisa 
is like a Rubik's Cube, a puzzle that 
you have to solve with your hands 
and your innate pattern-recognition 
ability. But with her exaggerated 
Barbie doll body shape—giant 
breasts, tiny waist—she’s also a par- 
ody of female sexuality. She meets 
our expectations for what a sex doll 
would be, then frustrates those 
expectations by responding to sala- 
cious touches in a chaotic and pecu- 
liarly human way. That's what 
makes her a truly great piece of art. 
You cannot pin her down. You can- 
not forget her.
